Discord Over 
Execution of 
Young 


G eneral. 


Mexico City, Mex., (Jct. 28.— General 
Felix Diaz, leader of the revolution 
recently inaugurated in Vera Cruz, and 
ihree of ilia confederates have been 
sentenced to death by the court mar­ 
tial before wbicu they were tried in 
that city. 
At the same time word of the ver­ 
dict against Diaz was received in Mex­ 
ico City came the report that the mili­ 
tary court had derided to recognize 
the order of suspension of sentence 
upon the revolutionary leader, granted 
by the supreme court, pending investi­ 
gation as to whether the trial of Diaz 
should be by military or civil court. 
Popular apprehension 
regarding the 
fate of Diaz has not been greatly al­ 
layed, however, by this action of the 
court martial. 
The delay lu the receipt of the news 
regarding the outcome of the military 
trial is characteristic of all communi­ 
cation between the capital aud Vera 
Cruz. The uncertainty as to what is 
transpiring there has served 
to in­ 
crease the tenseness of the situation. 
Friends of Diaz still fear the <onse 
q lienee* of the conflict of authority 
which has arisen between the judiciary 
and military courts. 
If the military 
court observes the order of the civil 
authority, the Anal disposition of the 
case will be long postponed. 
But it 
would be no surprise to thousands in 
Mexico City to receive a message an­ 
nouncing the execution of the rebel 
general and his associates. 
Efforts to save their lives, especially 
that of Felix Dias, continue unabated. 
Prominent 
women, men high 
in af­ 
fairs, members of congress and even 
high army officers, have appealed to 
President Madero for clemency. But to 
all he has given the frame negative 
answer. 
To a group of women he intimated 
that to show clemency would be con­ 
strued by the world as au indication 
of weakness. He cited as an example 
that when he captured Juarez he par­ 
doned General Navarro, which action 
the world attributed to weakness in­ 
stead of to magnanimity. 
The popular voice ol 
protest 
has 
grow’ii so strong against the execution 
of Diaz that there has arisen between 
the president and the senate a sharp 
discord, and as individuals the sena 
tors have seriously discussed the ques­ 
tion of impeachment because of the 
adm inistrations 
defiance 
of 
that 
body’s interpellation Friday. 
An incident showing the popular at­ 
titude occurred at Chapultepe* on th e ! 
occasion of a visit of a committee of 
women who pleaded for the lives of 
the condemned men W hen leaving the 
castle they were cheered by cadets of 
the military college quartered in the 
same building 
That the quick suppression of the 
Diaz revolt has shown strength on the 
part of the government is conceded in 
the capital, but that the situation gen 
erally has b*-*-n improved is a m atter 
of doubt. 
A number oi rebel hands who were 
operating In many parts of the repule 
lie are still afield and apparently as 
active ar. before.

the U nburied Dead Covering the Bat­ 


tlefield — People Flee In Panic. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 28.— A portion 
of the Turkish city of Adrianopie b a ­ 
boen set on tire by the Bulgarian ar 
tillery, according to private dispatches 
received here nom the vicinity. 
T he 
Bulgarian troops have taken 
the outlying torts of Maras, Havaran 
aud Sufilar, lying to the north aud 
northeast of tile city, and have cap­ 
tured a railroad station in the extreme 
outskirts of the town. Eighteen hun 
died prisoners have fallen into tnei* 
hands. 
Very 
severe 
fighting 
has 
taken 
place both to the east aud west oi 
Adrianopie, and the losses suffered bv 
both sides have been heavy. Hundreds 
of unburied corpses are lying in tile 
fields surrounding the city. 
The Bulgarian army is reported to 
be advancing along the whole from, 
and a dispatch to the government or 
gan, tlie Mil, says the Turks are re 
treating in panic, while the civilian 
population is fleeing towaid Constan 
tinople. The Turkish main army, ap 
patently, is completing its niobillza 
Hon and is contenting itself for the 
present with fighting on the defensive. 
The Turkish stronghold of Cskup 
bus been taken by the allied Serbian 
and Bulgarian armies, the town sur­ 
rendering without resistance. The vil­ 
lage of Kotchavt was captured by the 
Bulgarians atter severe fighting at the 
point of the bayonet. 
it was officially announced that the 
spoils captured at Kumanova included 
fifty-live field guns, six mountain guns 
and six Maxims, quantities of animuni 
lion and stoic# and two aeroplanes 
At Sienftza the Servians captured thir­ 
teen big guns and four Maxims 
Forty thousand Turks were engaged 
in the fighting in this district. 
They 
are ae* used of m a s s a c r in g many wo­ 
men and children before they left the 
town The most prominent Slav iuhah 
itants were imprisoned, hut were res­ 
cued by the first Servian soldiers who 
entered. 
A boily of 500 Arnauts and Turks 
raised their white caps on their bayo­ 
nets as a sign of surrender, aud the 
Servian commander gave the order to 
cease firing. When the Seivlans w*eie 
within fifteen paces the enemy opened 
Die, whereupon the Servians charged 
and killed them all i t the point of the 
bayonet. 
The Turkish troops were the firs? 
to take the offensive in the battle that 
ended in tile tail of Kumanova Into 
the hands of the Servian troops and 
ojiened up the way for their further 
advance on the stronghold of Uskup. 
During a drizzling rain and heavy fog 
the Turkish troops advanced on a Ser 
Vian position five miles from Ruma 
nova 
As 
soon as they cam e into 
touch with the Servian outposts heavy 
fighting began and lasted throughout 
the afternoon. 
Both armies stiff red 
severe losses, hut the Servians suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
staying 
the 
Turk'sli 
on 
•taught. 
The battle was resumed at I o'clock 
In the morning, the Servians this time 
taking the offensive and attacking the 
Turkish troops, who had entrenched 
themselves during the lull in the ti ;.it 
lug

Vladim ir Direct Rival Camps to Con­ 


trol Succession lf Young H eir Dies. 


St. Petersburg, Get. 28.—While the 
little czarevitch lies ill and mysterious 
rumors and alarms 
concerning 
bi* 
condition spread like wildfire, the two 
most powerful women in Europe are 
quietly but skillfully marshaling their 
forces to control the succession in case 
he should die. 
They are the czar's mother, whose 
second son, Grand Duke Michael, nat­ 
urally would become the heir apparent 
if the czar s little eon should die, aud 
Grand Duchess Vladimir, the czar’s 
aunt by mairiage, whose eldest son, 
Grand Duke Cyril, would become the 
heir apparent if the c zars brother 
were out ot the way. 
Both women are as astute in the 
manipulation of their forces as any 
diplomat in Europe. Their political or 
ganizatiuns 
could be studied 
with 
profit even by a Tammany boss Both 
work in the greatest secrecy. The con­ 
tinued 
presence of the czar at the 
Vladimir palace indicates that he atill 
remains under the influence of his fas­ 
cinating and wily aunt, and that he 
would not lie reluctant lo relinquish 
his rights to the succession in favor of 
his cousin, Grand Duke Cyril. 
Michael is now 
nearly thirty four 
years obi aud has steadily refused to 
make a royal marriage. 
His mother 
kept him iii leading strings for years 
after he grew to manhood and would 
not allow him a separate palace and 
household, such as his rank entitled 
him to have. even as a bachelor. 
It 
was only after numerous fruitless at 
tempts to get him properly married 
that hi* mother and the czar discov­ 
ered bis '‘unofficial" household in the 
vicinity of St 
Petersburg, presided 
over by a beautiful woman much his 
senior, remarkably intelligent and ac­ 
complished. aud an intimate member 
of Grand Duchess Vladimir's political 
party. 
There are a number of people at th* 
Russian court who have heard Grand 
Duke Michael say in the past few 
years that he would never accept the 
Russian crown. 
This determination is 
[•artly due to his naturally democratic 
character, for he has been nil l named 
' the plebian” by his family ever ainee 
ti* was a little boy. 
But the woman 
who holds sway over hi* heart has 
used every wapon at her command to 
make him ideally happy away from 
court, 
while 
Dnchens Vladimir ha* 
never ceased to adroitly involve him 
In some disagreeable duty connected 
with the thruue, so a* to intensify his 
aversion to accepting the crown. 
Hts cousin, Grand Duke Cyril, who 
is next In line of succession, la thirty 
six .vers old, the eldest son of the late 
Grand Duke Vladimir. He married hi* 
first cousin, the daughter of th* Grand 
Duke of Edinburgh, but with a mother 
who was a Russian grand duchess. 
Th* two cousins were childhood lov­ 
er*, hut the Duke of Edinburgh, influ­ 
enced by hi* mother, old Queen Vic­ 
toria, made a match 
between 
his 
daughter aud the 
Grand 
Duke of 
Hesse, brother of th* young czarina 
The two were finally divorced, and 
then the girl eloped and married her 
Russian cousin. They have two chil 
dren, both girls. They are both bani 
some, full of energy and good spirits, 
popular with the Russian people, in 
lelligeut i-nougti to let Grand Ductless 
Vladimir lead their cause in fighting 
against the dowager czarina for the 
Russian crown.
